With three up, 
we drove at a steady thirty miles an 
hour, occasionally accelerating to 
forty-five miley on hour, Our petrol 
consumption was sixty miles to the 
gallon, , 

Mr, Murphy hos removed the car's 
original 16 h.p, engine and replaced 
it with a 7 hp. engine, He has add- 


ed a 3% hip. dynamotor of his own 
design and a set of balterles, 


Great Economy 


The car is started on the batteries. 
Once it is In motion,'Ihe petrol en- 
gine takes up tHe drive and maintains 
the speed. The electric motor, now 
operating ng a dynamo, ts replacing 
the energy used in starting. 

Tho great economy of petrol ts 
caused by the petrol engine run- 
‘ning at constant throttle, When 
it has heavy work to do—as -in 
going up-hill—the elcetric motor 
automatically come .to its help. 


With no clutch or gear-box to

{n'a normal car, |.

Maps Ready 
For B.E.F.

FRANCE, 

NEARLY half a milllon maps were 

ed to the British Expeditionary 
orce in the first month of the war; 
nnd although the rate of consumption 
laas declined since then, it $s stall high, 

In ono of the most forward muy 
depots-aind by noomeans the largest 
of them—the BLE. keeps a reserve 
that is never allowed to fall below 
5,000,000 shects, . 

They have about 1,000 different 
maps of varying scales, and they keep 
5,000 copies of cach map in case there 
should be a sudden demand for them. 
Of those maps for which there is a 
ednstant demand a reserve of 12,000 
is kept. 


‘ Large-Scale Storage 


This inenns a storage space on a 
large scale, for 5,000 mups and their 
wooden welgh half a ton. 

Ideal storage room has been found 
ino hall that was once used -for i 
most every form of collective ente 
p in which the local inhabitants 
engaged, : 

—Part~of~the maps store~ts —in-the: 
auditorium of what was a theatre, 
and the most seerct of the maps dwell 
under permanent lock and key in a 
room where post-natal tnstruction 
wis once given to nursing mothers, 
«Whenever any part of the Army 
moves from one location to another 
it has to be provided with every mup 
that it is likely to need, and so 
mobile and constantly moving: a fleld 
foree ns Ours Iceeps the map-emen per- 
manently busy. . 


From Overseas 


Most of these men come from the 
Ordnance Survey Department at 
Southampton, and the majority are 
expert surveyors, capable of pro- 
ducing maps by the quickest and 
most modern methods, which is from 
aerial photographs, 

‘They gained their experience in 
colonial surveys, and among them you 
will find men drown from practleally 
every quarter of the vlobe ‘to con- 
tinue in war the work that, tney trave 
always done. in peace. : 

They have many jobs out here, not 
the fenst of which is. correcting the 
mistakes ond remedying the de- 
fieiencles in existing mups, some of 
which were prepared upon inaccurete 
and misleading dota, : 


They Print Them 


It {is particularly importimt that the 
funners should have a truly accurate 
map, for modern gunfire is itself so 
accurate that any slight deviation in 
the maps from whlch they work may 
render their efforts useless, or, nt the 
best, delay the achievement of maoxl- 
mum effectiveness, 

And they print maps, too.. They 
have mobile units. Jn specially con- 
structed lorrics, and on these units 
they can print..thousandn of one- 
colour maps in an hour. Farther 
back the B.E.F, prints maps in’ as 
many colours ns necessary, and upon 
whatever = senles’ ore ~~ condldered 
advisable, : . 

Without maps an army would be 
paralysed; and for’ that reason our 
vorlous map depots are widely scnt- 
terdd ond are surrounded with some 
acerecy. ; 

But that docs not stop them trom 
being able to. produce almost con- 
eelvably useful maps at a minute's 
notice, Their card indexes cre ns 
eMctent ag thelr surveying and their
